PONOKA, Aug. 22—Premier Her- 
bert Greenfield, who is under the ne- 
cessity of securing a seat in the pro- 
vincial legislature, will be offered the 
nomination for the vacant seat in 
Ponoka, created by the death the day 
after the elections, of Percival Baker, 
the Farmer member-elect for the rid- 
ing. If the Premier declines the in- 
vitation, the seat will be offered to At- 
torney-general Brownlee. 

This was the decision of the con- 
vention of farmers of the riding held 
Saturday. There has been some pro- 
test made by certain factions against 
offering the nomination to an outsider, 
but the convention over-ruled this, 
and decided to offer the nomination 
to the premier.

LINDSAY, Ont., Aug. 24-—-Sir Sam 
Hughes, former minister of militia in 
the federal government, died at one 
o'clock this morning, standard time, 
at his home here. 

Sir Sam Hughes has been in falling 
health ever since his return from the 
old country last winter, He made this 
trip despite the earnest advice of his 
physician, who realized that his health 
needed the greatest of care. 

In April last, in Ottawa, he suffer- 
ed the second attack of pernicious 
annemia, and was constantly attend- 
ed by two physicians, who at many 
periods of his illness, regarded — his 
condition as hopeless. That he ever 
lived to see out the session and re- 
turn to Lindsay was in the nature of 
a miracle, For weeks his condition 
wags so grave that the least thing 
might turn the scale and yet he linger- 
ed on, optimistic and interested by 
everything about him, despite his 
extreme weakness. ‘I'wo transfusions 
of blood were given him while in Ot- 
tawa, and one soon after his return 
All three were regarded 
as successful and after each Sir Sam's 
teeble condition seemed somewhat Im- 
proved,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—In report- 
ing the bill revising standards and 
grades for spring wheat, the house 
committee on agriculture, Saturday, 
called attention to the fact that in re- 
respect to test weights it followed sub- 
stantially the Canadian. rule. The 
committee holds that the grades which 
it recommends are much stricter than 
the Canadian grade. If the bill passes 
fixing of standards and grades will be 
taken out of the hands of the secret- 
ury- ot agriculture and placed in the 
charge of congress itself,

Gathering Raspberries. 


In the heart of the small-fruit 
country on the north side of the 
Fraser River in British Columbia, 
where every landowner has his com. 
mercial patch of raspberries, small 
or large, one of the best examples 
of what a perfectly developed, well- 
run fruii farm on a sma acreage 
jean be, is the Maple Crest Farm at 
‘Hatziec belonging to Mr, A. E. Dann. 

Mr. Dann is an Old Country gard- 
ener and was brought on his 
father’s frnit farm of 200 acres in 
Kent; as the conditions for fruit- 
growing are much the same in Brit- 
ish Columbia as in England, his ex- 
pounce is his greatest asset out 

ere. He believes that there is far 
more profit in the careful and thor- 
ough cultivation of the small patch 
than in the big patch carelessly look! 
ed after. 

_The soil in this district is naturally 
rich, well-drained and ‘therefore pat- 
ticularly well-adapted for small fruit 
but Mr. Dann uses farm-yard man- 
ure when possible and lenty of 
chemical fertilizers as well! 

He has an acre in strawberries, 
the “Magoon” variety, which are 
best suited to the district, and in a 
food year realizes $1,200 on these; 

alf of this must be allowed for ex- 
Penses of picking, packing, crating, 
cartage, etc.,, so that he clears a 
Profit of $600. 

He has over an acre of Zoose- 

berries, mostly torn from cuttin 
which he struc himself, “Pear!” 
which ,are tho earliest, “Oregon 
Champion,” the main crop and “Joce- 
lyn,” the fate ones, There are 1,100 
bushes in full bearing which aver- 
age a gross return o + per bush, 
more than half of which is clear 
prefit.

Mr. Dann has also fi Boussoc 
pear trees which invariably yield :

district has learnt the imperativi 
necessity of co-operation in handling 
their fruit. The aren of productior 
has assumed such vast proportions 
in the last few years that unless tha 
produce had been handled on busi« 
ness lines nothing short of fr tid 


could have occurred, both for th 
individual and for this industry i: 
the Province, 

Cold storage facilities are abso 
lutely necessary and the expense 0 
this can only be met by ever grow 
er joining the exchange in his dig. 
trict. Last year the Hatzic Frui 
and Mercantile Exchange shippe 
six carloads of rasps to Winnipeg;

A MUSICAL 


| INSTRUMENT

Let's try it, Kids! An amusing and 
clever music instrument may be made 
fro ma number of old bottles, such as 
We buy lime juice or vinegar in. Even 
medicine bottles ‘will do, but the bot- 

| tles should be all the same size. 

| Having collected our bottles, we 
take an ordinary broomstick, and rest 
: this on the backs of two ‘chairs, placed 
several feet apart. ‘Then’ we tie the 
bottles to this stick, so that they will 
hang loosely and not too close togeth- 


r, 

| Now comes the work of tuning up, 
and this is done by pouring water into 
‘the bottles, a different quantity in 
{ cach, putting more water for law note 
and less for a high. To get the note 
of each, we tap it with a stick—the 
edge of a boxwood rule isa very good 
thing for this purpose. With patience 
and perseverance and a little ordinary 
care and skill, we shall at last have 
; Out botttles all tuned and ready for 
use, and we can now play the curious 
instument by striking the bottles with 
the edge of the rule. 

Of course the bottles need to be 
strong, or the striking would break 
them; but we need not strike very 
hard. It will be found that simple 
tunes can be played on the bottle bells 
and afte some practice We can take 
two sticks and thus play quicker 
tunes, 

It is, of courze, essential that the 
bottles be hun gat such a distance 
that they do not knock against each 
other when struck with the stick or 
rule. 

Much fun can be obtained from this 
home-made instrument, which should 
only be used out of doors ag the water 
runs out on the ground in case the hot- 
tles break; although there is no need 
if care be exercised, to have any such 
accident.

SEMI- MONTHLY 
-CROP REPORT 


EDMONTON, Aug. 20—Harvesting 
in all parts of the province will be 
earlier this year than for years past.

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MINISTER DICUSSES 
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ROYAL MARKET NEWS 


MRS. HOUSEMANAGER: It is quite common 
for many people to form the habit of buying the 
same cuts of meat continuously. It may be from 
lack of knowledge of the various cuts and their 
uses, or, perhaps, through lack of suggestion. 
Avoid monotony in preparing meals. There are 
numerous cuts of meat to select from, and many 
ways to serve them. 

- CATER to the EYE as well as the PALATE by 
garnishing dishes tastefully. 

Again, many people have the FRYING PAN HA- 
BIT, which is expensive, and bad for the digestion. 

STEWS and the good old fashioned BOILED 
DINNERS are most economical, enjoyable, and 
healthful, especially for children and aged people. 
A meal of this kind costs less by one-half than one 
prepared from the high priced cuts. 

The BRISKET, generally speaking, is the most 
MALIGNED and ABUSED piece of meat in’ the 
animal. Why? Because so few people understand 
how to prepare it. 

Famous Chefs choose this particular cut for its 
richness, and distinctive flavor. 

The SECRET is SLOW COOKING at a low tem- 
perature. Five hours is not too long over a slow 
fire. This applies to any kind of meat for boiling 
purpores. The slower the cooking, the tenderer 
the meat, and less shrinkage. 

NOTE—Boiling temperature is 212 Deg, Fahr, 
A moderate temperature for cooking is from 160 
to 180 deg. Fahr. An indigation of the tempera- 
ture is when the water just barely moves. 


FLANK STEAK STUFFED 

1 Thick Plank Steak; 1 Egg, Salt and Pepper; 
1 Cup Bread soaked in water: 14 Cup Dripping; 
1 Small Onion: 2 Tablespoons Flour; 3 Cups Boil- 
ing Water, 

Seove or pound the Steak. Make a dressing 
of soaked bread, egg, onion and seasoning. Spread 
this dressing on the Steak, roll up and tie with a 
cord, sprinkle with pepper -and salt and dredge 
with flour, 

Heat dripping ina frying pan, and brown tire 
meat, roll in the hot fat. Remove meat, add hot 
water, and let boil two minutes. Pour this gravy 
over the meat roll, and cook slowly until tender, 
ina Caserole, Steamer or Fireless Cooker. 

If steamed or cooked in the Fireless Cooker, the 
coll should be browned before serving.
